WASHINGTON, June 11—A survey 


of "dry" America was laid before the 
public today by prohibition headquar- 
ters, which gave out a summary of 
the annual reports of state prohibition 
directors coincident with an annual re- 
view prepared by Commissioner Haynes 
himself.

act was reported generally, and Com- 
missioner liaynes declared the nation- 
al'sltuation as a whole most satlnfac- 
to'ry.

The state directors also, witli the strik- 
ing exception of New York, reported

BUREAUCRACY IN SADDLE 


Those whn expected a decision of 


tho supreme court against the federal 
maternity act 
nonplussed at the 


decision which seems to bo somewhat 
of an ovaslon of the real Issue. The 
refusal of the supreme court tu give 
a decision on tho constitutionality of 
the law Is a sore disappointment to 
opponents 
or the measure, 
and 
it' 


neither 
the 
statft 
nor 
an 
Individ- 


ual 
can 
force 
such a 
decision, 


then it may ho assumed that the law 
HR it is. must stand and that self- 
respecting state-s like 
Massachusetts 


must pay its share of 
the 
expense 


whether or not its accepts the bribe 
offered by the federal government ns 
pan of the amount to be expended for 
the henpfl: of mothers and children. 


This decision will 
encourage 
and 


solidify the forces of centralized au- 
thority and bureaucracy and give it al- 
most unrestricted powers for the inva- 
sion of state rights. Already 37 states 
have accepted this law but that does 
not 
overcome the objection of those 


who refuse to accept it, such as Mains 
and Massachusetts. 


The. court has killed tiro anti-child 


labor laws on the question of constitu- 
tionality; hut strange to say on this 
particular law. which seems to trans- 
gress more in that directing than any 
of the child labor laws, the court does 
not annul it. 


The device embodied in this law is 


very ingenious and very enticing 
to 


such states as are not very particular 
about the preservation of their rights; 
but It will pa.ve the way for a system 
of bureaucracy that will assuredly be- 
come intolerable. With this law in force 
and a horde of federal officials travel- 
ing over the land, intermeddling In the 
domestic affairs of families, tho people 
may soon have a demonstration of in- 
terference in their local affairs that 
will arouse indignation and protest. 


"What is to be done in maternity 


case? may ateo be done in education 
and in the management of other mu- 
nicipal activities. The supreme court 
says that if a state dues not wish to 
accept federal funds, it is always free 
to reject them; but in so doing it will 


f have to pay part of the taxes by which 


the horde of paid inspectors and social 
workers will be supported, provided 
the law is accepted hy a mnjority. 


It Is quite prnhnblp that the Smith- 


Towner bill for, federal control of edu- 
ntion will be Revived :md imposed up-: 
on the state? In a manner similar to, 
(hat of the Rheppard-Townor act. 
A J 


bribe will be offered to the states I f ! 
they yield at least partial control of 
their educational systems to the fed- 
eral bu-r-rnis.

the liberties of which we boasted un- 
der the constitution, will he

as ruled Germany before the war.
